Responding  patriotically  to  this  appeal,  American  farmers  are  aiming  for 
another  year  of  all-out  production. 

In  ouiet  farm  homes  and  in  buzzing  community  halls,  the  working  pen  and 
woman  of  Uc  50  agriculture  are  studying  crop  and  livestock  needs  of  the 
Hation  and  deciding  how  best  they  can  meet  them. 

In  making  their  plans,  they  turn  for  guidance  to  a  carefully  developed 
list  of  production  goalss  drawn  up  by  local  farm  representatives  and  the 
'Tar  Food  Administration-.     These  goals,  balancing  estimated  needs  ".gainst 
production- capacity,  call  for  approximately  9  million  acres  more  of  crop- 
land than  in  1944  and  about  the  same  livestock  production. 

They  know  that  requirements  are  high  for  food,  fiber,  and  vegetable  oils 
from  U.  S,  farms  in  1945.    First  and  above  all,  there  will  be  need  for 
tremendous  amounts  of  farm  products  until  some  time  after  Germany  and 
Jaoan  are  vanquished.     Not  a  single  life  must  be  endangered  on  the 
fighting  fronts  because  of  "too  little"  from  American  farms. 

Civilian  requirements  also  continue  large,  a  fact  emphasized  by  the 
recent  restoration  of  many  foods  to  ration  lists.    Even  though  the  folks 
at  home  generally  are  eating  better  than  they  did  before  the  war,  they 
would  buy  still  more  of  many  foods  if  extra  supplies  were  available. 

Finally,  some  of  our  1945  farm  production  Will  be  needed  to  feed  libera- 
ted peoples  and  to  help  rebuild  war-ravaged  countries.    Lack  of  food 
could  upset  the  best  of  peace  plans. 

In  planning  all-out  production  for  1945,  farmers  can  proceed  with  this 
important  assurance  —  fair  returns  for  the  results  of  their  labor. 
Congress  has  directed  that  the  prices  of  specified  farm  commodities 
covering  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  country's  total  farm  production 
be  maintained  at  90  per  cent  of  parity  or  better  during  the  war  and  for 
2  years  aftenvards. 

The  1945  goals  involve  some  shifts  in  the  pattern  of  production  to  meet 
changing  needs.     These  goals  will  challenge  the  resourcefulness  and 
Strength  of  farm  people  perhaps  more  than  in  1944.    Agriculture's  labor 
forces,  which  produced  one-third  more  with  10  per  cent  less  manpower  in 


1944  compered  with  before  the  war,  is  being  reduced  further  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  armed  forcos.    Prospects  for  getting  a dditional  machinery 
to  replace  this  lost  manpower  are  uncertain  since  the  military  forces 
also  need  more  machines. 

Biggest  uncertainty  of  all  is  the  weather.     There  is  no  assurance  that 
the  good  growing  conditions  cf  recent  years  which  are  credited  as 
responsible  fcr  about  one-third  of  our  increased  wartime  production  will 
prevr.il  through  1945. 

Despite  all  obstacles,  farmers  and  their  families  are  again  rolling  up 
their  sleeves,  planning  to  deliver.     Their  confidence  is  born  of  their 
experience  in  breaking  the  previous  year's  total  production  record  for 
the  past  6  years,  with  1944  output  rising  a  full  one. third  above  the 
pre-war  average. 

Their  goal  for  1945  is  564  million  acres  of  crops  300  million  acres 
of  cultivated  crops  —  about  4  million  acres  more  than  in  1944,  Live- 
stock goals  call  for  increases  in  milk,  cattle  slaughtered,  and  spring 
pigs  farrowed;  and  to  maintain  hen  numbers,

***U,S.  civilians  are  eating  about  7  per  cent  more  food  per  capita  than 
before  the  war           and  some  of  our  heaviest  eaters  are  in  uniform. 

***If  exceptionally  favorable  growing  conditions  continue  in  1945  and 
military  and  export  purchases  should  fall,  off,  this  country  could 
again  build  up  reserve  supplies  which  have  been  depleted  during  the 
war. 

***It  takes  all  the  food  43  acres,  can  produce  in  a  year  to  feed  the  men 
building  one  tank;  all  the  food  42,000  acres  can  produce  in  a  year 
to  feed  the  men  turning  out  one  battleship.

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ZSSENTIAL  IS  THE  V, ORB  FOR  TR'XKS 
If  you're  estimating  your  chances  of  getting  a  new  truck  this  spring,  you'll 
be  interested  in  four  general  rules  that  county  agricultural  conservation  commitees 
are  following  in  making  recommendations  to  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation: 

1.  Except  in  extremely  meritorious  cases,  trucks  will  not  be  released  to 
applicants  who  will  operate  them  very  little  throughout  the  year.  , 

2.  Trucks  Will  not  be  released  for  seasonal  use  only  unless  hardship  might 
otherwise  result. 

3.  Trucks  cannot  be  released  as  additional  equipment  unless  the  applicant  has 
clearly  shown  that  the  additional  equipment  is  essential  in  the  applicant's        ■.  l 
operations. 

4..    Applicants  should  be  willing  to  cooperate  with  their  neighbors  whenever 
possible  in  malcing  maximum  use  of  the  equipment.  -  , 

CIVILIANS  V.ILL  GET  LESS  BUTTER 
Because  of  increased  military  requirements,  WFA  has  fixed  the  butter  sot-aside 
quota  for  April  at  LO  per  cent  of  production  and  for  jtay  at  55  per  cent  of  production, 
according  to  A.  E.  Triviz,  extension  economist. 

During  April  and.  May,  about  80,000,000  pounds  of  creamery  butter  should  be 
available  for  civilians,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  about  82,000,000  pounds 
during  February  and  March, 

HEAVY  DEMURRAGE  CHARGES  .-AY  SOLVE  PROBLEM 
With  no  transportation  improvement  in  sight,  the  Office  of  Defense  Transpor- 
tation has  called  on  the  country's  shippers  for  complete  utilization  of  frei   rt  cars. 

To  oil  set  the  inadequate  boxcar  supply  by  speeding  up  the  movement  of 
freight,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  put  heavy  demurrage  charges  on  the 
loading  and  vnloading  of  cars.    Beginning  April  1,  closed  ooxcars  that  aren't  load- 
ed or  unloaded  within  the  free  time  allowed  by  tariffs  will  be  subject  to  charges

of  $2.20  a  day,  or  fraction  thereof,  for  the  first  two  days,  $5.50  for  the  third 
day,  $11  for  the  fourth,  and  $16.50  for  each  succeeding  day .    Increased  demurrage 
charges  proved  successful  last  fall, 

U.  S.  jjjOQ!  STOCKS  ARE  GOING  DOWN 
The  large  stocks  of  194-3  and  1944  domestic  wool  will  be  considerably  reduced 
before  the  1945  clip  is  available  for  use.    Because  of  increased  use  of  wool  lor 
military  fabrics  and  small  stocks  of  domestic  wool  in  mills,  demand  for  domestic 
wool  is  expected  to  be  greater  during  the  next  few  months  than  at  any  time  since 
the  latter  vart  of  1943* 

FARMERS  AND  TECHNICIANS  SAVE  TIME 
Farmers  cooperating  with  the  Claunch-Finto  Soil  Cons ervat ion  District  are

COPPER  KIRS  SHORTAGE  CONTINUES 
A  farmer's  only  chance  of  getting  copper  wire  without  a  certificate  or  con- 
struction authorization  between  now  and  June  10  is  to  find  a  retailer  with  stock 
that  he's  willing  to  release  without  replacement  privileges.    That  statement  was  made 
today  by  C.  V.  Hemphill,  chairman  of  the  State  AM  Committee,  who  announced  that 
New  Mexico's  copper  wire  quota  for  the  quarter  beginning  March  21  is  1,000  pounds, 

THERE  GOES  THAT  BEEF  AGAIN 
The  70  ocr  cent  set-aside  of  utility  grade  beef  now  applies  to  all  packers 
operating  under  federal  inspection.,    Federally  inspected  slaughterers  are  required 
to  hold  temporarily  all  their  choice,  good,  and  commercial  grades  of  beef,  from 
which  up  to  60  per  cent  may  be  selected  for  government  purchases.    They  must  .lso 
set  aside  80  per  cent  of  the  canner  and  cutter  grades.
